In the absence of Mr. Hoke Smith, Dr. H. 
L. Wilson responded to the toast, ‘‘Atlanta’s 


Future.’’ 

“The future of Atlanta,” he said, ‘‘is such 
a big thing I can hardiy get it out-of my 
mouth. I came to Atlanta in 1852, and at 
that time it was acommon sight to see a bull 
and a mule hitched together on one of our 
principal streets, and everything else was 
crude in proportion. 

“My advice to allisto put your money in 
Atlanta real estate as fast as youcan. People 
are coming here from all parts of the country 
to invest their money. Those people way up 
in the north are running a race to see who can 
get here first with their money. At the rate 
We afe growing now we will have several hun- 
dred thousand people by the time the next 
census gets around. 

“The wisest§thing, in my judgment, for a 
good man to do is .to invest his money in At- 
lanta real estate. The growth of the city is 
a healthy one,and at the same time 
rapid. Heal estate in Memphis is higher than 
in Atlanta, but the latter is rapidly gaining on 
its Mississippi river rival.

HON. FRANK P, RICT. 

Hon. Frank P. Rice spoke in response to the 
toast ‘‘From Marthasville to Atlanta.’’ Mr. Rice 
began by giving an account of Marthasville and 
Atlanta in its early days. He said he had lived 
here since Atlanta was in its infancy, before there 
had been a single brick house erected. He had 
seen the city in all its stages, from the time it wag 
a mere place of 3,000 or 4,000 people to the present 
time. 

He gave a general outline of the growth of the 
city and !presented some very interesting statis- 
gph the tremendous strides Atlanta had 
made. 

He took up the statistics, commencing with the 
year 1866. In that year the total income of the 
city was $83,793.. ‘The number of property owners 
in 1868 were only 2,520, while in 1887 there were 
4,426 property owners; in 1880 there were 6,693 
property owners,in 1890)there were 11,792 property 
owners.

Mr. Rice showed by argument that Atlanta was 
the best point in the whole south to manufacture 
everything, andthatit was especially the best 
point to manufacture all articles of iron.

Like Edmund Burke their motto was, ‘victory in 
advance.’”” Whenthe daysof depression came— 
when clouds hung over the fair city, and it 
seemed that she would be obscured forever, they 
were the great knights that shone down dis- 
pelling these clouds, and left her a city set upon a 
hill They were not afraid of the gloom, and 
like brave men they walked right into the storm 
and talked with the thunder. All honor to them 
here and everywhere else. They laid waste the 
grain fields of Birmingham, but left in their 
places the iron industries that astonish the 
world. They hunted like hounds the mountains 
of north Georgia until they found beneath the 
green sod the ore that now shines as the bright 
jewels of the state. 

Like Moses of old they smote with their rods, 
the red hills of Fulton county, and from its sterile 
soil sprung the great Atlanta. 

The prosperity of the land owners of a commone 
wealthis the index to the prosperity of the com- 
monwealth. France cried for help and the little 
farmers on her vine-clad hills reached down into 
their stocking and produced the wealth that 
saved her. If it were not for the valleys of the 
Rhine, Germany would be an abomination 
of desolation. The land owners of our own 
southern clime rolled in their bales of fleecy cot- 
ton and saved the country from financial wreck. 
Iam a lawyer, but the soul of the granger is deep- 
rooted in ime, I learned the first lessons of prac- 
tical life un the farm of my ancestor, and, even 
nuw, when the intricacies of law confuse me, I 
long to roam again in the fields of my childhood, 
and to catch the sweet smell of the fresh turned 
clod. The hope of this country is inthe love we 
bear for our homes. Around them clusters the 
memories of childhood, for in them enters no 
strikes, no nihilism, ny tyrany. 

YOUNG MEN AND A YOUNG CITY. 

Mr. Ff. H. Richardson, in response to the 
toast assigned to him, said: 

Whatever may be the quali ty of the few remark 
it shall provoke, the sentiment you have proposed 
is quite appropriate to an occasion, the central 
thoughts of which reiate to the history and pros- 
pects of Atlanta. 

This young city has been in alarge degree the 
result of the energy, the ambition, the devotion 
of young men. 

It still abounds in the spirit and thrills with the 
enthusiasm which are distinctly characteristic of 
youth, There is notone here who believes that 
Atianta has reached its maturity, and it is there- 
fore an apt time to consider the prospect that it 
will be carried forward to greater things 
by those upon whom the beams of hfe’s morning 
sun are yet falling. 

What a volume of history young men have 
made! There is no land in which any part of the 
great drama of human progress has been enacted, 
whose records and traditions are not rich with the 
triumphs of young men. The most romantic 
figure in holy writ is David’ and 
the noblest period of his life was priorto his 
prime, Alexander when a boy chafed under the 
apprehension that his father would leave nothing 
for him to do, but found himself a king at 
eighteen, and at thirty-two died the despot of the 
civilized world. 

Frederick the Great,at twenty-eight, began that 
series of conquests which elevatea Prussia from 
a petty kingdom jinto the most powerful dynasty 
of Europe, and Napoleon before he was thirty was 
dictating terms to grey-beard kings and uproot- 
ing the ancient foundations of feudalism. A few 
years later William Pitt, at the age of twenty- 
four,; was fastening upon Great Britain 
that policy of irreconcilable enmity 
to Napoleon, which finally crushed him. 

Our own country has been as prolificas any of 
potent young men. 

Thomas Jefferson wrote the declaration of inde- 
pendence at thirty-threo. Alexander Hamilton at 
thirty-two was the leader of the federalists as well 
as secretary of the treasury. James Madison was a 
member of the Virginia committee of safety when 
he was twenty-three and at thirty-six was pro- 
ducing the most famous pamplhiets in our politi- 
cal literature. The average age of the men who 
framed the constitution wf the United States 
was less than forty-five while at least ftve of them 
were younger than thirty. James Iredell, 
Bushrod Washington, David Johnson 
and Joseph Storey all went on the supreme bench 
of the United States before they attained the age 
of forty—the last two at the age of thirty-two. We 
have had several United States senators who had 
ey passed thirty, and Henry Clay actually took 

is Seat in that body before he was quite out 
of the twenties, in unchallenged defiance of the 
constitutional limitation. 

The must famous gubernatorial campaign we 
ever had in Georgia, except the fierce contest be- 
tween Troup and Clarke, was waged by the whigs, 
under a_ fiery youngster of thirty-three, 
named Benjam™® H. Hill, against the 
democrats, under a sturdy mountaineer 
of thirty-five, named Joseph E. Brown. .We had 
then no national or state prejudice against the 
leadership of young men when the foundations of 
Atianta were laid. In that work as in the creation 
of the superstructure that rests upon itjyoung men 
had a large and honorable share. 

Atevery stage of Atlanta’s progress the young 
man has been found in the front rank of her 
forces, his heart all aflame with love for the young 
city whose honor he has cherished as his own, and 
whose horn he has blown with a vigor that shames 
the memory of the blasts before which the walls of 
Jericho fell, because the energy which constructs 
iS greater than that which destroys. 

When I speak of the young men of Atlanta I do 
not refer solely to those whose years have jbeen 
few. There is a truer definition of youth; for 
while the hearts of some are dry as summer dust at 
thirty, there are others who at three score and ten 
fairly tingle with the joy of life and share to the 
full inthe glory of action. And now when At- 
lanta calls the roll of her young men a response 
comes from some who have-known and loved her 
from the day of her birth, men whose whitened 
hair is only a crown of honor and not an 
emblem of age, whose busy, useful daily life isa 
constant reminder of how much better itis to be 
sixty, seventy or eighty years young than to be 
twenty, or thirty, or forty years old. I salute the 
gray-haired boys of Atlanta. Long may they be 
spared, for there are few like them. 

Upon the young men of this city whose years 
have been few there are devolved grave responsi- 
bilities. The future of Atlanta is in their keeping. 
To maintain the present rate of Atlanta’s progress 
in all the essentials of municipal and metropolitan 
power is both the opportunity and the duty of her 
young men. Unless they do at least that they 
will merit the reproach of failure. They ought to 
do more, for they stand on a vantage ground 
which their fathers did not have. The men who 
brought. Atlanta into being faced hard con- 
ditions. Almost without exception they were 
poor. They cast their lot in the least 
poeerees portion of the state; they laid their 

earthstones on bleak hills. But these men were 
stronger than the difficulties that opposed them. 
They made a friend of toil; they welcomed hard- 
ship; they ate the bread of poverty and found it 
Sweet. They gave themselves completely 
to their self-appointed task and where they found 
& wilderness they left the kingliest city of the 
south. Tous who are to stand after them they 
bequeath this trust, and happy will our genera- 
tion be if, when its work is done, Atlanta shall 
show that we have served her as well as those whom 
we are to succeed. Dangers lurk in the 
improved conditions which surround us. In At- 
lanta, the men of all generations now passing 
away were all producers ; they all worked. Every 
possible product of their minds and their muscle 
went to Strengthen and enrich the young cit 
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has grand possibilities for usefulness and may be 
a fountain of blessing and joy in a Yemen 
but the ideal city in this democratic land is one in 
which the whole people ig br 
for ‘their own an the 
good, where there is no aristocracy save that 
which includes every honest man and every good 
wonan. Such is Atlanta today; such may she 
ever remain! There ought to be ina city like 
this an inspiration for every young man who is 
worthy to rise in lifo. Here inas fulla sense as 
anywhere in this world a man’s career fortune 
depend on his essential self. Here there is no 
caste or prejudice, or barrier of any sort between 
the aspiring youth and his goal. 
then that the young men of Atlanta love her? 
The patriotiv instinct is exceedingly strong in all 

oung natives. 
. It ceught the Grecian youth that he must return 
from battle with his shield or on his shield; it 
made the young Roman feel that it was Sweet to 
die for his country; it fired the hearts of the flower 
of English chivalry as its young kni hts ode 
gayly into the jaws of death at alakiava. 
and our history is illuminated all through with the 
shining proofs of youthful patriotism, from the 
time when the young yeomanry of Georgia stood 
side by side with that of Massachusetts in the 
struggle for independence,to that sad da when the 
descendants of those heroes faced each other in that 
irrepressible conflict which covered both hosts 
with glory. 
Atlanta felt then the strength of filial devotion, 
for in her defense the pride and promise of her 
household went gladly forth to meet death, and 
amon the treasures of her happy estate 
she Sholds none. more precious than the 
memory of the young heroes whom she gave to 
the cause she loved so well that for it she suf- 
fered bitter agony without a murmur, As they 
won her everlasting love and gratitude in their 
heroic dying, let us, the young men of 
Atlanta today, strive to merit her approv- 
ing smile by _—iliving for her, for 
this dear city who does not hesitate to trust her 
future to us, because she has ever found her young 
men loyal. Shame on us if we betray her confi- 
dence and shatter her faith!

Real Estate Men’s Banquet. 

When THE CONSTITUTION, several weeks 
ago, suggested a banquet of the real es- 
tate men of Atlanta, it had no idea that 
its suggestion would have such a happy 
materialization as occurred last night. In 
all its features, the real estate men’s ban- 
quet was perfect—perfect in its appoint- 
ments and in its results. It was some- 
thing more. It brought together at the 
social board a body of men thoroughly 
representative of Atlanta and of Atlanta’s 
{nterests—men who are more thoroughly 
identified with the past and future of 
Atlanta, and with the growth, develop- 
ment and prospects of Atlanta, than any 
other class of our citizens. This is the 
natural result of their business environ- 
ment, and there is abundant evidence of 
it, not only in their attitude, but in the 
speeches that were made last night.

The banquet last night brought together 
the men who are, in great part, respon- 
sible for the extraordinary development 
of Atlanta. To the faith and zeal that 
inspire all Atlanta men, they added the 
active and pressing demands of their busi- 
ness—a business that: gives them an im- 
mense advantage over all the other work- 
ers for Atlanta’s growth and prosperity. 
Their faith and their zeal are not greater 
than those of other citizens, but the op- 
portunities that come to them to labor 
for the development of the town are well- 
nigh innumerable.

Georgia’s Good Example. 

The Georgia idea of railroad regulation is 
marching on. The grangers are pressing it 
in the Pennsylvania legislature, and sooner 
or later they will put it into operation. 

Ten years ago Georgia led off with the es- 
tablishment of a railroad commission and 
the most enlightened states have followed 
her example, Last year she led off with a 
tax reform which compels the railroads to 
bear their share of the burdens of govern- 
ment, though an ad valorem tax upon their 
property, paid in the counties where it is 
situated. 

It was not expected that Pennsylvania 
would be the first state to follow suit. If 
there is any state where the railroads have 
shaped legislation, it is Pennsylvania, But 
the work of the farmers in Kansas has 
taught us to expect great things of them, 
and we-are not surprised to see them attack 
the Pennsylvania railroad in its stronghold.

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MIGRATION BUREAU. | 
Commissioner Pemble Visits Atianta—The 


Work of the Bureau, and What 
Will Be Done Here, 


Yesterday morning Mr. W.W. Pemble, com- 
missioner for South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida of the Southern Interstate Immigra- 
tion Bureau, paid a visit to Governor Northen. 

The visit was an important one, for it means 
much to Georgia. 

The proceedings of the convention in the in- 
terest of immigration, held at Asheville some 
time since, are familiar to the readers of THE 
ConstTITUTION. 

Among the other plans adopted at that con- 
vention was one for a thorough organization 
of the people of the southern states. This 1s 
accomplished through the creation of branches 
of the organization in the different cities of 
the south, special commissioners being selected 
for the different states. 

Mr. Pemble, as stated above, is the commis- 
sioner for Georgia, South Carolina and Florida. 
He has devoted some time to his work in Flor- 
ida and South Carolina, but is just beginning 
that in Georgia. 

As an earnest of the position he holds, 
Mr. Pemble bears credentiais from 
Mr. Patrick, commissioner-in-chief of the 
department of organization of the bureau, 
Governor Fleming, of Florida, and . ex- 
Governor Richardson, of South Caro- 
lina, He has not, he says, been 
able to call on Governor ‘Tillman, of the latter 
state, as he has not been there since Tillman’s 
election. 

Mr. Pemble had along talk with the gov- 
ernor, explaining in full the plans of the or- 
ganization, and of this particular work. At 
the conclusion of their talk the governor gave 
the following endorsement to Mr. Pemble: 

Iam pleased to say that I am heartily in sympa- 
thy with the efforts being made by the Interstate 
Immigration Bureau to build up the southern 
states by inviting capital and suitable immigrants 
into our borders. 

The plan outlined to me by Mr. W. W. Pemble, 
meets my approvalas practical. I beg for him the 
co-operation of the gy se of the state, and such 
aig as may put fairly before the world the ad- 


vantages and possibilities of this section of the 
county. W. J. NORTHEN, Governor, 


MR. PEMBLE TALKS. 

“T want to begin the work in Georgia by 
organizing a branch here in Atlanta,’”’ said Mr. 
Pemble yesterday. ‘It is especial'y desired 
that the first organization in the state should 
bein the capital and principal city. After 
that is made, others will doubtless rapidly 
follow. I have organized __ thirty-five 
branches in Florida and eleven in South 
Carolina. Everywhere our efforts have met 
with hearty endorsement at the hands of the 
people, and I feel sure an organization will re- 
sult in practical good to the south.” 

On the subject of immigration, Mr. Pemble 
spoke at some length. 

“We are not aiming for foreign immigration 
—at least not yet. We believe the 
northern states can furnish us_ the 
capital and the right sort of citizens. One of 
our plans, therefore, is for what might be 
termed a grand exposition train. This is to be 
filled with samples of the resources of each 
state with photographs of the cities, and all 
that. tEach state is to be given a car, 
and each car. will be in the 
charge of its special representa- 
tives to speak of that state’s resources. 
The train is be to under the direction of the 
commission. 

“One important point is that the train is not 
merely a temporary affair, but is to be contin- 
ually traveling. Theideais to have it visit 
all the cities of the north so we can let those 
people know exactly what we have down 
here.” 

Mr. Pemble is a Georgian, and is fat 
home in his work here. 

“T wish you would add,” he said, “that this 
is no private enterprise. The bureau I repre- 
sent was created by delegates appointed by the 
governors of the different southern states, and 
the work we are doing has the hearty endorse- 
ment of them all.’’ 

Mr. Pemble will take immediate steps to- 
wards the organization of the Atlanta branch 
of the bureau at once. A meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce will probably be called today or tomor- 
row to confer with Mr. Pemble about the 
matter.

I don’t believe 
there is one intelligent, respectable practitioner 
in the land who believes in the madstone theory.”

that all who heard tho news were profoundly 
shocked, and so overcome as to be unable to 
express tho grief they felt. 

THE PRESIDENT’S GRIEF. 

As soon as the telegram bearing the sad in- 
telligence was received by the Associated 
Pross, its contents were immediately com- 
municated to President Harrison, at the white 
house. He was in the library at the time, talk- 
ing with Mrs. Harrison, and when the message 
was read to him he was greatly 
distressed and almost{completolyjovercome.

Hoar and Harrison, Twin Sprigs of Partisan- 
ship, on the Shelf—Silver Men Recog- 
nize the Necossity of Action. 

WASHINGTON, January 29.—[Special.]— 
Congréss is now undergoing the calm after 
the storm. 

Everything around the capitol is almosr as 
quiet as during a summer session. 

The two houses are busy with dry work on 
appropriation bills. 

Of course, there is gossip of all sorts as to 


what will be done between now and the 


4th of March, but no definite programme has 
yet been mapped outin either house, since tho 
old slates were 

SMASHED BY THE DEFEAT OF THE FORCE BILL. 

Dntil this aftornoon there have been demo- 
crats who were not so certain that the force 
bill would not be heard of again. There are, 
however, no doubtful ones now. 

Not less than a dozen republican senators 
assured the democratic leaders this afternoon 
that the republicans had decided to abandon 
the bill for good and all, and oven though an 
attempt was made by some of the more rad- 
ical senators to get it up again they would vote 
againsé it. 

This assurance has caused the democrats to 
take off the brakes everywhere, and from now 
on to the end of thesession both houses will 
proceed in a rush. Of course, neither tho 
president nor Senator Hoar is satisfied with 
the burial of the force bill, and if they 
thought there was any chance for them 
they would again attempt to rush 
the bill to passage, but now that 
they know of the pledges that have been made 


| the democrats by a dozen members of their 


own party, it is quite certain that Hoar wil 
not make a show of himself again. The fact 
that the democrats allowed the passage of the 
apportionment bill this afternoon is evidence 
that the leaders feel perfectly secure. 

The Silver Men. 

The feeling between the silver men and the 
gold bugs of the house is growing very bitter. 
The gold bugs are in the minority, and in order 
to prevent the adoption of free coinage they 
are making every possible effort to smother 
the senate bill in the committee. The scheme 
of giving indefinite hearings before the coinage 
committee, is for this purpose. The free 
coinage men have determined to let this go on 
until] next week and then, in the event the 
committee has not reported, a resolution dis- 
charging it from the further consideration of 
the bill will be rushed through the house, un- 
less Reed chokes it off.

In 
regard tofthe Pennsylvania treasury dealca- 
tion, it is said that he will admit that there 
was a defalcation, but will positively deny that 
he wasconcerned in itin any way whatever. 
He will state that the funds were abstracted 
by the treasurer, a man whois now dead.

pated reaction in Liverpool came this morning from 


the low prices made last evening at the close of the 
market, and the steadiness in tone finally developed 
{nto a firm market at 2@3 points advance. While this 
reaction had been expected it was believed this ad- 
vance this morning would be lost during the day, and 
our market developed a weaker undertone, which car- 
ried August below 9.40. When the Liverpool was re- 
ceived, however, a quick change in feeling occurred, 
and both the bulls and bears assisted the advance to 
the close, which was at the best prices of the day with 
an expectation of better prices tomorrow. It is be- 
lieved that strength was imparted to the Liverpool 
market by an impression that Mr. Ellison would state 
in his annual circular that an American crop of 7,800,000 
bales would be required to supply the demand from 
spinners. His estimate in November was that 7,434,000 
bales would be sufficient, and his increased estimate 
would therefore be based on the poor spinning quality, 
together with the deficiency in the last India crop. As 
the prospects for trade are decidedly worse than they 
were in November last season, Mr. Ellison estimated a 
crop of 7,300,000 bales would leave a deficiency of 
100,000 bales. At the close of the season there was a 
surplus of 100,000 bales instead of a deficiency. Inte- 
rior receipts point to 61,000 bales, against 47,000 bales 
last year and a plantation movement of 155,000 bales,
